2. ALTHOUGH TRYBUNA LUDU FOR MARCH 26 ACCUSED THE US 
OF HAVING MADE " UNJUSTIFED DEMANDS' 1 FOR THE RELEASE OF 
US PRISONERS HELD BY THE PATHET LAO, PRESS TREATMENT OF 
THIS STORY, WHICH HAS DOMINATED VIETNAM COVERAGE FOR THE 
LAST SEVERAL DAYS, HAS BEEN RELATIVELY FREE OF POLEMICS. 
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FOR EXAMPLE, THE MARCH 27 TRYBUNA CARRIED A FRONT- PAGE 
REPORT OF THE WHITE HOUSE STATEMENT ACCOUNCING FINAL 
AGREEMENT ON WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS AND RELEASE OF PRISONERS. 
FOR THE ATTENTIVE READER, A PAGE- TWO ARTICLE DISCLOSED 
THAT THE PATHET LAO HAD AGREED TO THE RELEASE OF US 
PRISONERS IN RESPONSE TO US DEMANDS. 

3. MEANWHILE, A STRONGLY- WORDED ZYCIE WARSZAWY EDITORIAL 

WHICH APPEARED MARCH 21 CHARGING THE US WITH TREATY VIOLATIONS 

( WARSAW 1329) HAS BEEN FOLLOWED BY A COMPARATIVELY 

MO OF FARMERS' DAY ( ABOVE). OF THAT NUMBER 

671 HAD BEEN IMPRISONED FOR ACTIVITES DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY 

IN SUPPORT OF COMMUNISM ACCORDING TO AN MOI OFFICIAL.

A. GVN/ PRG BILATERAL TALKS MARK TIME 

THREE SESSIONS OF GVN/ PRG BILATERAL TALKS TOOK PLACE NEAR 
PARIS ON MARCH 19, 22, AND 26. NO PROGRESS WAS MADE AS THE 
GVN TRIED TO PIN DOWN THE PRG TO A THREE POINT AGENDA WHICH 
WOULD SEEK AGREEMENT ON THE ISSUES OF ELECTIONS COMPOSITION 
OF THE NATIONAL COUNCIL F NATIONAL RECONCILIATION AND CONCORD 
AND DEMOBILIZATION OF ARMED FORCES IN SOUTH VIET- NAM. THE PRG
